The trial, Monday and Tuesday, 
in the County court, under Judge 
Trude, was attended by the follow­ 
ing from Arlington Heights: Chief 
of Police C. H. Skoog, Policeman 
j Fred Hinz, Special Policemen Wm. 
- Luehring and John Martens, Mrs. 
| Goracio, wife of the murdered man, 
I Mrs. Susie Jaeubiak, over whom 
j the men were quarreling, and her 
daughter, Mary; also Mike Plesan-

i Western, and Judge George Tatge 
I of Mount Prospect,

The jury were locked up at 5:50 
o’clock Tuesday inght, and at 6:35 
had completed their verdict. Olesko 
probably would have been sent to 
the electric chair had not Goracio 
had a loaded gun on his person ai 
the time he was staboed by Olesko. 
The question was raised as to the 
tactics employed to get the confes­ 
sion which Olesko made to Chief 
Skoog, upon the capture of the slay­ 
er in Chicago a few days after the 
murder. 
But this was answered to 
the satisfaction of all. 
The writer 
was present at the time the confes­ 
sion was secured, and was impress­ 
ed with the gentleness and courtesy 
with 
which 
the 
prisoner 
was 
handled. 
The conviction was chiefly on 
the 
confession, 
which 
stood 
in 
court; something that happens but 
rarely in Chicago on 
account of 
the rough tactics 
of 
extracting 
confessions which prevail there.
